Ceylon, and our 
sympathies would naturally be enlisted on 
bebalf of our ubforrunate.triends, but for 
what we know, mainly through -Living- 
stone's works, of the purposes for. which 
the Portuyuese! used their power in. their 
African’ settlements. | Uhoue svttloments 
were but centres of the abominable elave 
trade ; and wickedness, sooner or later, is 
¥ollowed. by retribution. What with< the 
weakening of the Portuguese power, aud 
the pruspeut of the monaruh of tie Zanzibar 
really engaging to put down the slave trade, 
we may bope that this great crime of man- 
steiting inay cease to curse Africa. 

We desire to make ourselves clearly 
understood bythe Portuguese section of 


‘the community here and at Macao, As 


we have already explained, our efforts 
have been direeted towards checking, if 
not-utterly abolishing, the frightful cala- 
wities which had ‘occutred in. the coolie 
trade as formerly carried on from Macao, 
and which have to some extent -been 
oflicially admitted, For doing this, the 
China Mail hus been subjected to a process 
of law so utterly out of proportion to the 
offence alleged, that it inevitably necessit- 
ated astern wand nncompromising resistance 
which ‘tmust be coutinued, .appatently: for 
along time yet. In justice to the China 
ifail we shall seize every legitimate: op- 
portunity of making known facts analo- 
yous to .the actions which we have 
condemned, in whatever part. of the 
world they arise. . It is not our fault that 
the Portuguese name. is associated pro- 
minently with them, - We.are sorry that 
it is so; and we know many men of. Lu- 
sitaisian blood who share with us in the 
indignation which ‘such atrocities have 
naturally elicited. :

SUPREME COURT. 
(Before the Hon, the Cbiof Justice, ) 
Monday, Dec. 7. . 

At tlie opening of the Court, 

The Acting Attorney General, addressing 
His Lordship, said—In reference to a sub- 
ject before your Lordship on the last occa- 
siov, I wish-to aay. that 1 am reported to 
have said oe 9 Attomey General me 
power to go into the Magistracy any da 
and forbid Mr May going on with am cash 
1 wish to oxplain that, whatuver I said, I 
never could have intended it to bear such a 
meaniug, because if I had said it, it would 
have been in effect saying that the Magis- 
trates have no independent jurisdiction. 
My observation was intended to refer to 
that class of cases before the Magistrate 
“which would ultimately have to come before 
the Attoruvey. General under the statute. 
The Attorney General has juriadiction, but 
it is somewhat difficult to deline it, to as- 
-certain to where it extends and terminates, 
I am happy to have an opportunity of say- 
ing this.

The Attorney Geueral appeared to show

LABUAN. ES 


By the last ‘advices from Labuan. we 
(Straits Times)learn that Governor Hennessy 
waa at Brunei, whither he had gone in H. 
M’g steamer Starling, in consequence of * 
representations made to him by some Chi-. 
nese tradera in Labuan that a serious .. 
disturbance was imminent between the 
Brunei Rajahs and their fellow-countrymen, 
most of whom are British subjects, in that 
place. Wwe have not been informed of the 
cause of the quarrel ; but it appears that 
bloodshed would have certainly been the 
result wero it not for the prompt and active 
interference of. Governor Heunossy, who 
held frequent interviews with the leaders 
on both sides, Owing to his friendly 6x- 
ertious a8 a mediator, the excitement has 
béen happily allayed avd tranquillity re- 
stored. We cannot too highly commend 
the Governor's’ prompt ‘action whenever 
-any emergency arises, - His Excellency was 
still at Brunei when the mail left Labuan. 


With reference to the piratical. outrage 
in the Sooloo Sea, mentioned some time 
since by a correspondent at Labuan, we 
hear that Governor. Heuuessy, .- having 
obtained ‘authority from the Sultan ‘of.- 
Suoloo to punish the pirates; proceeded to’ 
the island of Ubean, their. chief-abode in 
the Svoloo Sea, and where a notorious lead- 
erof these miscreants, Ati Bunding, resides, 


Negotiotiations for his capture having _ 
failed, p force of forty sailors and marines - 
were lauded from the Dwar, and, accom- 
panied by His Excallenay, marched inland 
towards the village of the pirates. Although. 
the men were protected by a steady fire 
from the Dwarf, and were armed with 
Snider rifles, -it was very hazardous for 
such s small force to land in'a place which 


.| swarmed with desperadoes armed to the 


teeth. Nevertheless, they marched stea- 
dily to. the village, .which was abandon- ° 
ed, and succeeded in getting fire. to the. 
houses of Ati Bunding and bis follow-’ 
ers, in all about a hundred huts, which 
wore utterly destroyed. ‘I'he force was ac: 
companied by an euvoy from the Sultan’ of 
Sooloo, who'pointed out the houses of the 
perpetrators of the-late act of piracy, who 
wero thus punished ; but, in accordance 
with the wishes of the Sultan, the huts and 
property of those who were known: not to. 
have had a share in the outrage, Were un- 
molested, 


Tho force then returned safely to'the ahip, 
leaving the Sultan's envoy to obtain. fu 
compensation for the owner of the captured 
prain, The- prompt punishment, which 
has followed'on the lawless act, will have a 
salutary effect upon the-natives of Ubean 
and the neighbouriug islets, and make them 
yery careful of meddling with British, sub-" 
jeots in foture. H. M.S. Gnat, Commander 
Theobald, was at Labuan by latest advicess” 
and it was thought His: Excellency would 
send her to Ubean to complete the work 
begun by the Dwarf, and bring buck com: ” 
pensation to the owner of thé prahu.
